Oar Scripture Lesson For lay 11th 
Kmtd 1 Cor. tS : 50-58. 


In this leeeon we are twipht 
that fleuli end blood cannot enter 
heaven. Our bodies are mortal 
■ind they mnst perish. When 
resurrected they will be enough 
like these bodies to claim oar 
recognition. If onr bodies were 
not resurrected then there would 
be decay in heaven, hut we know 
there will be no death or decay 
there. No difference how per 
feet the body is, it ie not fair 
enough to escape death. Through 
resorrectinn the most deformed 
may become fair as one of God's 
augela. Infidelity says : if our 
friends change so much we will 
not recognize them.
